WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Rear. Aud- 
miral Robert Edwin Peary, United 
States Navy (Retired), the discoverer of 
the North Pole, died at 1:28 o’clock this 
morning at his residence in this city, 
1,831 Wyoming: Avenue. With him when 
the-end came were Mrs. Peary, who was 
Miss Josephine Diebitsch of Washington ; 
their. son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Stafford, and Miss Madge 
Diebitsch, a niece of Mrs. Peary. Ad- 
miral Peary wis 64 years old. He prob- 
ably will be buried at Arlington with full 
naval honors of his rank. 

Admiral Peary’s death was due to per- 
nicious anemia. He.was first found to 
be suffering from this disease about two 
years ago when he returned to Wash- 
ington on a-lecture tour in the interest 
of aerial military preparedness. His 
physicians décided that the only remedy |. 
for the disease lay in blood transfusion. 
Since then, according to a statement 
made today by the attending physician, 
Dr. H. F. Strine, Admiral Perty had un- 
dergone thirty-five transfusions of blood. 
Two days ago the last transfusion 
operation was performed at the. United 
States Naval Hospital. “It was reported 
that Admiral Peary‘a condition had been 
improved and hé was taken back to hia) 
home. Yesterday afternoon he suffered 
a relapse and failed to rally. _ 

Since his return to the United states 
about ten years ago, after his discovery 
of the North Pole, Admiral Peary had 
divided his time between Washington 
and his Summer residence at Eagle Har- 
bor, Me. His daughter, now Mrs. Staf-| 
ford, was widely known as the “ snow 
baby,”’ from the fact that she was born 
in ‘the arctic regions during one of the 
explorer’s early expeditions. She has 
| the distinction of having been born fur- 
ther north than any white child. Her 
husband is the son of Justice Stafford of 
the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia. 

Furthered Aerial Navigation. 
Admiral Peary devoted the last years 
of. his life to, furthering the cause of 
aerial navigation. He particularly ad- 
vocated the establishment of a coast 
patrol by aircraft, and was actively 
engaged during American participation 
in the World War in the effort to have 
this policy carried out. Admiral Peary 
was a member of the Board of Govern- 
ors of the Aero Club of America and 
was President of the Aerial League of 
America. Early this year it was an- 
nounced that he had been elected Presi- 
dent of the Aero Cruiser Corporation, 
which plans to. build airships capable of 
crossing the ocean. 


Daniels Pays Navy’s Tribute. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Tribute to 
the achievements of Admiral Peary was 
paid by Secretary Daniels in the 
following message of sympathy to Mrs. 
Peary: 
‘* Voicing the sentiments ef the whole 
navy, I desire to express deep sympathy 
in your bereavement. If any earthly 
comfort can help you in this hour, it 
must be the assurance that the whole 
country sorrows with you and that all 
over the world there will be profound 
regret at the death of your distinguished 
nusband. 

“He had the honor to accomplish the 
realization of a great ambition and to 
receive the plaudits of all nations.

FROM MAIL CHARGED |=: 


Eight Indicted for Plot to Steal 
Clothing dnd Furs from 
Parcel. Post. . 


TWO DEALERS ARE HELD 


Assistant District Attorney ' Says 
Conspiracy Was Working 
Over Three Months. 


The Federal -Grand Jury yesterday 
indicted eight men for having conspired 
to rob the mails. Assistant United 
States District Attorney Louis D. 
Schwartz had presented evidence alleg- 
ing they had stolen cloaks, suits, furs 
and other merchandise from the mails 
during a périod of more than three 
months. The postal authorities esti- 
mated that stolen parcels sold during 
that period in this city had a value of 
$250,000. . 

A number of arrests last October 
broke up an alleged conspiracy, Mr. 
Schwartz said, but indictments were de- 
luyed because of the disappearance of 
Samuel Cohen, who was sought as fhe 
leader. He was caught three weeks ago, 
it was. said, on a mail truck, attempt- 
ing to induce a chauffeur to join him in 
a new conspiracy to steal parcels. State- 
ments by alleged confederates, it was 
said, brought about the indictments yes- 
terday. The postal authorities are look- 
ing for other chauffeurs who, they 
said yesterday, were involved in the 
original . conspiracy, but disappeared 
when the first arrests were made last 
October. \ 

Besides Cohen the indicted men are 
Morris Lowatsky, Herman Butt and 
Harry Blumenthal, who were chauffeurs 
on mail trucks; Leo Meyer, Joseph 
Schechtel, Charles Rein, Louis Rein and 
Samuel Cohen. 

Describes Alleged Pilot. - 

‘Samuel Cohen got Butt, who was 
his brother-in-law, and Morris Lowat- 
sky and Harry Blumenthal to enter the 
Government service as mail truck driv- 
ers,’”” Mr. Schwartz said. ‘‘He got

Commissioner Hershfield said 
he made nothing public about the inves- 
tigation because it was’ not ended yet, 
and that other revelations might be 
made in a short time. 

The suit of Anderson against Malley, 
McCarthy, and O’Reilly was filed a few 
weeks ago, but the identity of the de- 
fendants was not made known until 
they applied through their attorney, 
former City Court Justice Allen, to va- 
cate an attachment which has ti up 
$19,000 due from the firm to the United 
States Shipping Board for docking per- 
mits. The case is before Supreme Court 
Justice Erlanger, who has not decided 
the application to vacate the attach- 
ment. . 

The papers in the case show that An- 
derson alleges that he brought $60,000 
worth of business to the defendants, for 
which he claims 10 per cent. He says 
that a certificate of the Sun Navigation 
Company, showing that it is the busi- 
ness name for Malley alone, has just 
been filed in the County Clerk’s office, 
but that it was done for ‘legal rea- 
sons,’’ because O’Reilly and McCarthy 
mane county employes.

HEAVY TOLL TAKEN 
OF GERMAN CHILDREN 


Professor Declares 2,000,000 
Weald Haze Been Born but 
for the War. 


Special Cable to THE New Yorx TIMEs. 

BERLIN, Feb. 20.—Professor Abder- 
halden, a physicist of Halle University, 
makes himself responsible for appalling 
disclosures as to the effect of* the war 
on the youngest generation of Germans. 
Declaring im a lecture that the truth 
was suppressed until the armistice, he 
said: 

“ Already in the year 1916 child mor- 
tality had assumed great dimensions, 
though this was officially denied at the 
time. When in 1918. German children 
first were sent to Switzerland for nur- 
ture, only nourished children were al- 
lowed to go—for the sake of prestige.

SOCIALIST DOCTRINE. 

Mr. Morris “HILiquit, the Socialist 
chieftain, after a hundred confessions 
and subtle implications, admits. so far 
as it can be admitted the Socialist 
platform and program. He dis- 
tinguishes, indeed, between prophecy 
and program; but he shows what he 
means. 

Political action, by the Socialists in 
the United States: may be ‘‘ supple- 
mented ‘with a little phooting.’’ After 
all the subtleties and the dishonesties 
of the Socialist Party in the United 
States, after its vain explanation of its 
German and anti-American platform, 
the essence of the Socialist doctrine is 
to be found still in Mr. Victor L. 
BERGER’S speech to the Socialist Na- 
tional Convention in 1908. ‘‘ I have 
no doubt,’’ said that eminent German 
statesman, ‘‘ that in the last analysis 
‘* we must shoot, and, when it comes

DEPRECIATION AND CONFISCA- 
TION. 

The shipbuilding bids brought one of 
$6,810,000 for vessels inventoried as 
‘worthless. The explanation is that the 
depreciation was estimated at 5 per 
cent, a year, and since the vessels were 
twenty years old their theoretical 
value was nothing. But practical men 
put a substantial value on them, and 
backed it with their money. That was 
more than estimators of depreciation 
do, and it would seem that their esti- 
mates were worth about what they 
thought the ships worth. The applica- 
tion of the incident extends beyond the 
shipping industry. The tendency is to 
‘base all profits allowed to public 
utilities upon values arrived at in a 
manner somewhat like that of the ship 
valuers. Reproduction cost less. depre- 
ciation 1s one formula. But theories 
of regulation are gcing through a 
thange under the test of practice. 

In a recent argument regarding the 
valuation of railways Mr. Provury, 
Director of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s Bureau of Valuation, said: 
*«In the case of the average railroad 
‘* more than ten or fifteen years old, 
** it can safely bé assumed that main- 
** tenance takes care of depreciation.’ 
Depreciation is usually thought of in 
connection with plant, but in the man- 
ner of the theorists really applies to the 
investment. Why should the plant be 
written off the invéstment so long as 
it functions and earns the rates it is 
allowed to charge? Theoretically de- 
preciation is to take care of ob- 
solescente, or betterments in the art 
which calls for replacement of an- 
tique plants. But if there are 
such improvements in the art the 
replacement is . couped by the econo- 
mies. And what use to the utility 
is a replacement fund which isnot 
needed, and which cannot be used 
otherwise?. Present value of plant is 
proportioned’ to éarning capacity,

Valuation de- 
pends on earning power more than on 
depreciation, if. the latter, element 
enters into valuation at all. Actual 
depreciation is one thing and theoret- 
ical depreciation is another.

The latter is meretricious, and its’ dis- 
allowance in. the courts has begun. 
To proportion rates according to a 
theory of depreciation would amount 
to confiscation of the rates so reduced, 
and which are as much the property 
of the utility as its piant.

THE MENACE OF IGNORANCE. 

There are only two ways of meeting 
the menace that lies in the increasing 
shortage of teachers. One is to let 
down the bars so that ill-educated men 
and women, untrained in the art of 
teaching and incapable of expressing 
themselves in correct English, may be 
put on the city’s payroll as teachers. 
That has been a} favorite project of 
the politicians for many years, and 
the present lack of candidates has 
given it its only shadow of reason. 

That it is a shadow, not a thing of 
substance, must be obvious at a 
glance. Education is the rock founda- 
tion of citizenship. There is not one 
danger that threatens the State, from 
Bolshevism to the depredations of 
conscienceless wealth, that cannot be 
cured by an educated public opinion. 
Every lowering of the standard lowers 
by just so much the efficiency of the 
Republic and its power ‘to resist its 
enemies. This has been a common- 
place since the days of the little old 
red schoolhouse, but there is nothing 
so dangerous as a commonplace ig- 
nored. 

The other way to combat the 
menace of ignorance is to make the 
calling attractive to teachers of ability. 
Since the beginning of the present 
school year a little short of one thou- 
sand of the teachers in New York City 
have resigned to take places in which 
they could support themselves and 
those dependent on them. For the pres- 
ent, more than seventy thousand chil- 
dren are without instruction. That is 
a temporary evil, sprung from condi- 
tions that are afflicting the whole 
world. The more permanent fact is 
that those who have resigned are 
among the ablest, most ambitious and 
therefore most valuable teachers. Al- 
ready the quality of our schools has 
suffered deeply. For many years it 
will be possible at best to check the 
decline. 

The bill which Senator LockKwoop is 
presently to introduce at Albany is 
intended to remedy the evil. To at- 
tract more candidates, and abler candi- 
dates, before the Board of Examiners, 
it provides a 40 per cent. increase. in 
all salaries below $2,160 a year, rais- 
ing ‘the lowest salaries from $935 to 
$1,507. On salaries of the medium 
grade, between $2,160 and $4,000, it 
provides for an increase of 30 per cent. 
On the small number of salaries above 
$4,000 it provides for an increase of 
20 per cent. Such increases are neces- 
sary not only to attract new candi- 
dates, but to counteract the present 
flood of resignations... A provision of 
peculiar value is an increase of 10 
per cent. in the salaries of those teach- 
ing in boys’ schools. Here the ablest 
teachers are often men, and them- 
selves heads of families. 

The cost to the taxpayer will be con- 
sidegable. The bill provides that the 
State shall pay half of the total in- 
crease, as indeed it should, but still 
the city will face an increase estimated 
as above $10,000,000 a year. Mayor 
Hyruan is opposed to the bill, preferring 
to lower the examination standards. 
But.Governor SMITH is said to realize 
the. paramount importance of main- 
taining the standard of public educa- 
tion. At best this.is none too high. 
Among the leading cities of the 
United States, New York stands ninth 
in respect to the amount spent on 
schools in proportion to taxable prop- 
erty; it stands eighth in respect to the 
amount spent on each child. In view 
of the large number of immigrants in 
its population and its consequent need 
of all the forces’ of Americanization, 
it should haye schools equal to the 
best. - 

FOREIGN INSURANCE BUSINESS. 

The results of the New York Life 
Insurance Company’s business under 
the Bolshevist or Soviet Government— 
whichever it is—touch only-one point 
in a much larger business.

vestments. Second; the breach of 
faith* by the robber officials réleases 
the American ‘insurance companies 
from the fulfillment of their obliga- 

tions. Previously there was recourse | 
to the companies’. entire assets, home 
as well as foreign, for the redemption 
of their engagements, the foreign in- 
vestments being merely additional se- 
curity. The danger that the foreign 
losses might prejudice American policy. 
holders is removed by the release of 
the, American companies from their 
moral obligation to observe faith so 
long as faith was observed toward 
them. The confiscation ends a 
threatening situation. 


The New York Life Company ad- 
vertises that there are no complica- 
tions in its other foreign business. 
It is evident that other companies 
which did business in England and 
France, as well as ih Russia and 
the Central European countries, are 
equally. fortunate. During the war 
communications with enemy countries 
stopped, but it has been a year 
since the war, and now there 
should be no lack of knowledge of 
conditions, adverse or otherwise. The 
New York Life’s experience with 
mortality in Germany has been sur- 
prising. Before the war the mortality 
was 107 per cent. of the company’s 
standard, but during the war it was 
95 per cent., an improvement of 12 
per.cent. The result is attributed to 
restrictions in diet and drink and com- 
pulsory exercise. There is no pre- 
sumption that Germany has confis- 
cated the assets of any company, al- 
though the German companies did 
take advantage of technicalities to re- 
duce their San Francisco fire losses 
by about half. The fortunate mortal- 
ity experience, therefore, is an offset 
against the. depreciation of German 
securities not stolen. The situation in 
Austria is less well known. There is 
an interesting question how the com- 
panies’ reports to their home Govern- 
ments will deal with their accounts in 
all foreign countries. It has been 
necessary ‘to reduce the rigor of the 
required. accounts in domestic busi- 
ness, and it is more necessary in the 
case of the reduction of amortized 
foreign values from book values in 
making up the total of admitted as- 
sets. ‘ 

In anticipatiun of conditions now dis- 
closed, The Americas some months ago 
made up a total of the risks abroad 
of four companies and their hypo- 
thetical conditions. Its conclusion was” 
that the two companies which had 
withdrawn from foreign business were 
wise and that their experience was 
likely to be useful in deterring others 
from like adventures abroad, with the 
exception of England. It allows for- 
eign companies the greatest latitude 
in conducting their business in Eng- 
land, and English companies observe 
punctiliously obligations in foreign 
lands. The cable could hardly bring 
quickly enough the cash against Brit- 
ish companies’ San Francisco losses, 
with the result that British fire and 
marine business here was strength- 
ened. 
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HARD TO ACCEPT. 

The protest in the British Parlia- 
ment and press against the decision 
to leave the Turks in Constantinople 
seems already to have had a disturb- 
ing effect on Mr. Liorp Groraz, who 
apparently had not expected so much 
opposition to the policy which he 
adopted on the insistence Of the. 
French. Since ‘there were strong 
forces in the British Empire working 
to the same end, there was some 
ground for being surprised; but ap- 
parently the liberal elements in Brit- 
ish -public life, and the great ‘body of 
those who realize the loss that Britain 
has suffered from her mistaken Turk- 
ish policy of the nineteenth century, 
gather so much strength in the 
struggle against the friends of the Turk 
at home that they do not propose to 
see their victory lost because the 
French have suddenly changed sides. 

President DrscRANEL says. that 
** the interests, rights and time-hon- 
*“*ored traditions of France in the 
** Orient ’’ must be safeguarded in the 
Turkish settlement. The desirability ‘ 
of safeguarding these interests no one 
will deny, but there are certain races 
living, under Turkish control whose 
rights and traditions in the Orient are 
honored by considerably more time 
than has elapsed since the Frank was 
first seen in the Levant.” And as to in- 
terests, it is to be feared that the in- 
terest of the Turk is likely,to be better 
taken care of by the presert arrange- 
ment than that of anybody else. The 
French would rather see the Turks 
than the British in Constantinople, 
just as the British in the nineteenth 
eentury preferred the Turks to the 
Russians. The British decision was 
costly to Britain and her allies, still 
more so to the Christian subjects of 
the Turk. . The new French decision is 
likely to be equally expensive, even if 
it is assumed that French influence 
must succumb to that of Britain if 
there were an internationalized State

The Senate has put

Urgency. 000,000 for the repair 
of warships, which the Navy Depart- 
ment says is necessary if 14,000 me- 
chanics in the navy yards are to be 
kept at work. This is money well spént, 
no doubt; we cannot afford to let our 
warships deteriorate, nor to lose the 
mobilized mechanical force necessary to 
keep the vessels of the fleet in good 
condition. 

But the same bill carries an additional 
appropriation of $2,000,000 for the en- 
forcement of prohibition. It would be 
in the highest degree unjust to sup- 
pose that those who advocated this ap- 
propriation were thinking of other 
faithful employés who must be kept at 
work. Prohibition,.can be well enforced 
only by prohibitionists, and the attech- 
ment of some of the faithful to the 
Government payroll is an incident, not 
a major consideration, in their life work. 

This particular $2,000,000, however, 
Was appropriated to equip a mosquito 
fleet which should patrol our coasts. to 
intercept buccaneering craft: which may 
try to smuggle in forbidden fluids. The 
coincidence, of $3,000,000 for the regular 
navy and $2,000,000 for the prohibition 
navy does not tell the whole story, but 
it is.an ominous token of the trend of 
our governmental activities. The ur- 
gency of the deficiency in protection of 
our coasts, against whisky smtgglers is 
obvious to the convinced prohibitionist, 
but others may regard the mosquites of 
this projected fleet as belonging to the 
anopheles variety.

LESSON OF TURKEY. 


Forces of Reaction Getting Upper 
Hand, Says Mr. Gerard. 
T@ the Editor of the New York Times: 

It was difficult to read without a feel- 
ing of deep emotion your admirable 
editorial -article, headed, ‘‘The Turk 
Stays.”” By allowing the Turks to stay 
in Europe, the powers have compounded 
crime. They have outraged the con- 
science of Christian civilization and be- 
trayed the faith of suffering humanity 
in. their leadership and in their pur- 
poses. 

The forces of reaction are gaining the 
upper hand across the Atlantic. For 
five. years Great Britain and France 
exploited the suffering of Armenia. But 
now, taking advantage of our ahsence 
from Paris, they are planning to cut up 
Armenia as the spoils of the war. Great 
Britain and France, in league with the 
Turks and the Kurds, are casting lots 
for the garments of the victims of the 
Turks and Kurds. 

Since the conclusion of the armistice, 
the Armenians have repeatedly asked 
the allied and associated powers either 
for protection or for necessary means for 
self-defense. It is estimated that 200,000 
Armenians have perished since the con- 
clusion of the armistice, either by mur- 
der or from hunger. I hold that the loss 
of each and every Armenian was a 
plain actof murder and that the respon- 
sibility therefor belongs to those whose 
duty it was to prevent it and did not. 

At this eleventh hour we can redeem 
our honor; save Europe from the conse- 
quences of the evil influences and deeds 
of the forces of greed and imperialism, 
and insure for the world a much needed 
era of peace and of happiness. The 
Senate should at once ratify the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations, and 
then, setting aside for a while our per- 
sonal feelings.and partisan considera-

~ RUMANIANS IN F IN N HUNGARY. 


A Defanee A meas thes Charges of 
* Genera al andholtz. 
To the Editor of the ? as York Times: 

In a cable from Paris the behavior of 
the Rumanian army during the cocapa- 
tion of Budapest and the holding at the 
present time even of the Theiss border 
are again criticised. 

The authority of Brig. Gen. H. H. 
Bandholtz, who expresses his views in 
this cable, is evidently of the nature to 
shake the confidence of the most impar- 
tial people and of the most sincere 
friends of Rumania. Therefore by way 
of defense I ask to be permitted to say 
a few words. 

My aim is not to point out evident con- 
tradictions, from which one may de- 


duce a partiality to the Hungarians. | 


In sum, although the Hungarians have 
been our common enemies in this war 
they may yet have their friends. They 
may even provoke a certain compassion 
among those who are considering only 
their present really sad, nevertheless 
just, situation, and are forgetting their 
determining part in provoking the world 
conflict, to which has contributed not 
a little their tendency to oppress the dif- 
ferent nationalities, and Magyar impe- 
rialism. 

What I wish to remind American peo- 
ple of is: (1) That the action of the Ru- 
manians in August, 1919, against the 
Hungarians was provoked by their at- 
tack,.and was therefore a necessity for 
the defense of the country; at the same 
time this action has brought a service 
to mankind, saving it at least from a 
part of the world Bolsheviki. 

(2) That the behavior of the Rumani- 
an army was not so bad as some people 
tend to paint it. ~The proof of, this 
stands in the petition given a few days 
ago to the French mission in Vienna to 
be forwarded to the Peace Conference, 
a petition -published in some American 
papers and signed by ,000 Jews of 
Budapest, begging the Supreme Council 
that the Rumanian troops be recalled to 
re-establish order and to protect them 
against the persecytions under which 
they are now suffering. 

(3) That the holding of the Theiss 
border, even at the present time, is a 
mere measure of safety, as the Peace 
Treaty is not yet concluded. It astounds 
me how easily some facts are forgotten. 
It is known that the Rumanians were 
once before on the line of demarkation 
indicated by the ; Peace Conference, 
namely, last year until the end of July. 
This fact, however, did not persuade the 
Hungarians to remain calm; 
to say it was exactly this fact which 
encouraged them to attack us and to 
provoke the campaign which ended with 
the occupation of Budapest, the only 
measure that could give Rumania the 
surety of not being attacked again. Is 
it astonishing then, now that peace is 
not yet concluded, that the Rumanians 


should retain a part of the Hungarian 
territory for their safety? But what 
else are the French, English and even 
American armies doing at the present 
time, when they are holding the Rhine 
border? Did anybody find this wrong? 

And it should not be forgotten that 
peace with Germany is concluded and 
even ratified. 

My. mind is completely puzzled how 
one of our allies, an American, could 
find Rumania wrong under similar cir- 
cumstances. 

Can there, therefore, be any wonder 
‘at the Hungarians daring to ignore the 
Peace Treaty handed them by the Su- 
—— Council and presenting their 

eace Treaty as though they were con- 
querors and the Allies the conquered?

DEFENDANT HAS QUIT CITY 

Music Student Telis of Trip to Bos- 

ton and Chance Meeting 
with His Wife. 








A jury before Supreme Court Justice 
Greenbaum gave a ‘verdict yesterday 
for $20,000 to Miss Virginia Eckhart, 
22 years. old, a music student, living at 
the Hotel Commodore, in a $50,000 
breach of promise suit against Hugh J. 
BE. Blakeley, who has been Treasurer 
of the Globe Transportation’ Company 
of 44 Whitehall Street. When Miss 
Eckhart brought her suit she got an 
ordef for Blakeley’s arrest, but he left 
the jurisdiction of the court and has 
not returned. He did not defend the 
action. 

Miss Eckhart, who was the only wit- 
ness, testified that she came here from 
a Western city to study music in May, 


Avenue. She and her sister Frances 
were walking pzst the Public Library 
on Fifth Avenue last July, when an 
automobile drove up to the curb. In 
it were Blakeley and a man named 
Keating, whom her sister knew. The 
‘young women were imvited into the car 
and taken to a hotel for dinner.

‘He told 
her he was a widower with one child,

Miss Kckhart said that after she had 
accepted the defendant he urged her to 
go to Boston with him to meet his 
mother and she consented, taking a room 
at the Copley Plaza Hotel. Blakeley 
left, ostensibly to bring his mother to 
meet his fiancée, but returned later and 
said she had gone to Lenox. She re- 
mained at the eon that night, and on 
the following day returned to New York. 
She then notified her friends of her en- 
gagement and Blakeley gave a dinner 
party, at which the formal announce- 
ment was made. 
The plaintiff told of going later to 
Blakeley’s home at Great Neck, L. L., 
where she met his five-year-old son, 
who became attached to her. Hfrom that 
time on Blakeley kept postponing their 
marriage and finally she made an ap- 
pointment to meet him at the siotel 
Claridge last November to discuss their 
plans. She stopped at the McAlpin on 
the way and was surprised to meet 
Blakeley there with another woman. 
She testified that he hurried to her side 
and said 
‘* For God’s sake, go away! That’s my 
wife. I intend to divorce her and will 
make good and marry you as soon as I 
get rid of her.’’ 
Miss Eckhart said she left the hotel at 
once, as requested, and met the de- 
fendant an hour later at the Claridge, 
where he again promised to wed. her as 
soon as he could be divorced. A few 
days later she left for Mexico, she said, 
and she heard nothing more from him.

BERLIN, Feb. 20.—The University 
Building ‘on Unter Linden is now the 
scene of an election of so-called stu- 
dents’ representatives -who™ will prac- 
tically form a students’ council, exerting 
about the same rights in the various 
Berlin high schools which the Constitu- |/ 
tion of the German Republic has granted 
to the factory councils, Enemies of em- 
ployes. 

In the great lobby of the ‘Gadverelty 
Building all of the ten parties in which 
the students of the different high schools 
are divided have established their head- 
quarters and are conducting a lively 
campaigh with placards, speechmaking, 
personal persuasion and other election- 
eering methods. 

The Nationalist parties bear a decided- 
ly anti-Semitic character and of 4,600 
votes cast yesterday the anti-Semites 
probably obtained two-thirds. Today 
about 10,000 more votes may be cast, but 
the final result will hardly be changed 
against the Nationalists. 

The annual meeting of the Berlin dele- 
gates of various agrarian leagues had 
hardly closed here recently 'when a gen- 
eral meeting of Agricultural Laborers’ 
Associations began, which, compared to 
the former, was distinguished by mod- 
eration in its speeches and resolutions. 
Chairman Schmidt vigorously denied 
Baron Wangenheim’s statement that no 
present shortage of agricultural products 
was due to the abbreviated working day.

CRITICISES BAFF LAWYER. 


Additional Grand Jury Recommends 
Investigation of W. R. Deuel. 


The Additional Grand Jury, which is 
engaged in an invéstigetion of matters 
relating to the Barnet Baff murder case, 
submitted a presentment yesterday to 
Judge Mulqueen in’ General - Sessions, 
recommending an investigation by the 
Bar Association of the ‘“ professional 
activities’ of Walter R. Deuel, an at- 
torney for.several of the defendants. 

This part.of the presentment reads: 

‘It further appears that said Deuel 
acted as attorney or counsel for various 
persons. indicted for- Boa Baff murder, 
despite the fact that prior thereto he had 
for months conducted an official 
investigation as.a Deputy Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney of New York County into 
the facts and ci aes ee ee 
the murder. It also a 
had previously aanioted te the Aveeno 
of certain damage suits which had been 
brought by Joseph Cohen and others for 
alleged libels eg jeu BA them with com- 
plicity in the Baff-murder.’’ : 

The jury’s presentment criticized the 
executive order issued Charlies 8S. 
Whitman, as Governor, designating the 
Attorney General to supersede District 
Attorney Swann as prosecutor of the 
Baff defendants. The jury said that this 
superseding order was issuéd on the ap-
